Pinoy rockers surely had the lucky 13 experience in the culmination of the 13th Pambansang Muziklaban held at 
the Aseana City in Paranaque. The rock event showcased various rock gods on one stage, shaking the whole place 
out with hardcore performances. Rock icon Joey “Pepe” Smith rocked the stage even more by portraying Joker, 

the nemesis of superhero Batman in response to the event's theme: Rakenrol Circus.

Language barrier did not pose any problem for fans of the Japanese music 
group TOE as they performed their instrumental pieces amidst a sell-out 
crowd last March 20, 2012. Brought by Intastella Burst HK, Terno 
Recordings, and White Nose Records, the event was held at the NBC Tent, 
Bonifacio Global City. The group is composed of Kashikura Takashi on 
drums, Yamane Satoshi on bass guitar, Mino Takaaki and Yamazaki 
Hirokazu both on guitar. 


Unlike other concerts, the band was placed at the center of the crowd 
which provided intimacy with their fans. Two Filipino bands performed as 
front acts which had a different stage and backline set-up supplied by The 
Music Source.

Drawing the line between performing and worshiping: this was the focus of this 
year's Worship Musicians' Day, an annual event sponsored by The Music Source. 
It gathers the most sought-after musicians playing in various Christian worship 
songs. The event was held at the Skydeck of Barrington Place, Quezon City. 


Clinicians included second-timers Janno Queyquep on guitar; Otep Concepcion 
and Pastor Franklin Benitez, both on drums. The event was further enhanced by 
the participation of lan Fajarito on keyboards, Michael Bayas on bass, and Buboy 
Manalo on guitars. The clinicians did not only demonstrate their anointed talent; 
they also gave tips and advices on improving music skills in playing instruments 
for worship. 


Hosted by The Music Source's Bel Sayson, the event was highlighted by the 
performance of surprise worship singers, Brenan Espartinez and South Borders's 
former vocalist Luke Mijares. Conclusively, the event encourages that mastery of 
technical skills coupled with a genuine heart for worship are the very essential 
components in playing this music. 
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The first Home Recording and Digital Music Production Workshop conducted by The Music Source was held last March 
31, 2012 at the Sky Deck Barrington Place, Congressional Avenue, Quezon City. The event was aimed to provide a 
guide for beginners who want to get started in producing their own music at home. Interestingly, the event was also 
attended by experienced music producers and enthusiasts with Duane Fernandez from The Music Source 


spearheading the discussions together with Miko Quizon, lan Aguila, and Len Calvo. 


Some of the topics included were Basic Hardware set-up, Introduction to Midi-sequencing, and Mixing-Editing-Using 
EQs and Effects. Having varying musical profiles, part of the delegates was a group from Malolos, Bulacan with an 
advocacy to help the less fortunate children through their music. The event was very helpful for them, not just in 
furthering their knowledge, but mostly in clearing their misconceptions about home recording. 


The number of delegates gave room for a more hands-on activity, enjoying the actual demo where the speakers 
showed how to record a whole music piece. Deeper learning transpired during the open forum, where the technical and 
effective aspects of home recording were further discussed. lan Aguila concluded the event by telling them that the best 
way to produce sensible music is to put your heart into it.

SAR REVIEW 


Guest Reviewer Bassist Mally Paraguya 


STAGG AB1006CE 
Rating: 4 out of 5 


Verdict: For an entry-level instrument, this is one sweet 
bass that plays well beyond its price tag. STAGG AB1006CE 
is my very good gig partner.

Let me begin by remarking that the Stagg AB1006CE is quite out of ordinary. This acoustic bass replaced the 
wooden back and sides commonly found on standard guitars and basses to composite graphite bowl that dra- 
matically enhances a guitars projection, sustain, and frequency response. Its roundback body makes it more 
comfortable to hold. Whether sitting or standing, | can wrap myself around the bowl and feel its vibrations. 
The neck is quite similar to Fender Precision that provides fast and comfort in playing. | find the Rosewood 
fingerboard a little warmer and it is also easier to deal with when re-fretting. Simply put, it directly connects 
me to the music effortlessly. 


Looks are one thing, | was anxious of this bass guitar's sound and playability. Everything falls into place with 
its very mellow tone together with acoustic snappiness. | tested it with a 30-watt practice amp and a GK 300 
with Flat ("0") EQ settings. | was surprised that it produced good mellow sound partnered with even round 
tones, rich harmonics, and sustain. If the gear is plugged in, the pickup transmits its acoustic tone without 
adding color. The instrument's sound gets louder with amplification, without sounding like much of an electric. 
Boosting the Bass knobs and cutting the Mids and Treble stimulates that sweet upright bass tone. 


Itis not a newthing to worry whether the gear you have been longing to have boasts a price that are bound to 
burn your pockets. We bassists also have to invest a good deal of time and energy in choosing the gear that 
suits our needs and preferences. At a cost of roughly half of high-end acoustic bass guitars (retailing at 
roughly P11,000 only), STAGG AB1006CE is worth checking out. And with all that money left over, the gear 
you have been wanting to buy is as good as yours. The only downside | noticed is the bridge height. With the 
neck adjusted in a nice straight angle, the string action beyond the 12" fret is extremely high. Setting up my 
personal string height is hard to achieve with its fixed saddle. All-in-all, for an entry-level instrument, this is 
one sweet bass that plays well beyond its price tag. STAGG AB1006CE is my very good gig partner.

2. Logic + MacBook Pro - | wanted to take myself OUT of the studio and bring 
the studio home with me. This combo does it perfectly, with over a hundred 
plugins and patches and loops and a plethora of recorded sound, Logic is a 
must-have for any independent musician. It's so good that | recorded my 
entire second album, Permanence, entirely on it sans ProTools

3. Sony NEX-5 - Simply put, its everything | needed in video quality and 
ease-of-use, all done for the simple minded (me). To shoot a video, you press one 
button. One button. ONE. How cool is that?
